Miraculous Escape 
In Car Accident} 


George Rodgers of Grande Prairie

A recent report from London, 
England, states favorable comments on 
the quality of Canadian bacon and 
hams are now common. The report 
goes on to state, however, that it 
should not be assumed further im- 
provement is unnecessary, particularly 
in the right type of side and uniformity 
of these in large quantities. A knowl- 
edge of how to breed and feed to 
produce bacon that will grade high 
for export is essential if those now 
going into the production business 
wish to take full advantage of the 
Ottawa agreement.
